I’m  the  lead  for  H&S  in  R6.  The  REOC  drafted  a preliminary  HASP,  which  is  attached. 
However,  it  is  not  final,  as  several  additional  JHAs  need  to  be  included. 


Because  this  is  an  emergency  response  under  29CFR1910.120,  the  minimum  training  for  those 
responding  is  the  24hr  HAZWOPER  training  with  the  8hr  HAZWOPER  refresher.  If  personnel 
are  on  the  occupational  medical  surveillance  program  (OMSP)  due  to  their  routine  duties,  then 
they  need  to  be  current  on  their  exam.  If  employees  are  not  enrolled  in  the  OMSP,  pre- 
screening and  post-screening  exams  must  be  conducted  prior  to  the  employee  deploying  into 
the  field.
